St. Paul, July 14.— The ninth annual 
convention of the Upper Mississippi 
River Improvement association con­ 
cluded its deliberations and adjourned 
after adopting a series of strong reso­ 
lutions in which the following points 
were given special emphasis: 
First— That the use of the Mississip­ 
pi river for carriage of freight com­ 
mensurate with the future needs of 
production and exchange requires a 
six foot channel from St. Paul to St. 
Louis; ample terminals, adequate fa­ 
cilities for handling freight and craft 
which will insure satisfactory freight 
service. 
Second—That it is the duty of rru- | 
nieipalities along the river to see thai 
such terminals and landings are pro­ 
vided. 
Third— That it is the duty ot Mis­ 
sissippi v a l l e y shippers to encourage 
the construction of modern craft and 
to use the river route, if possible, no 
matter how small the cargo. 
Fourth—That five citizens he ap­ 
pointed 
at 
each 
principal shipping 
point along the upper river to further 
the work of the association in its ef­ 
forts to lave the river improved for 
navigation. 
Fifth—That 
an 
educational 
cam­ 
paign bo inaugurated af once to in­ 
clude 
public 
meetings at 
principal 
shipping points along the river and a 
general propaganda through tie press. 
Sixth— That the reservoir system of 
the upper Mississippi beendorsed and 
that reservoirs at the headwaters of 
all our rivers be advocated as a means 
of developing inland waterways. 
Seventh— That St Paul's policy of 
local 
harbor 
improvement be com­ 
mended and that in the construction 
of an enlarged harbor and a new de­ 
pot lie splendid opportunities for co­ 
operation between water and rail to 
advantage of the entire Northwest. 


Immediate Need of Terminals. 


Special stress was laid 
upon the 
immediate need of terminals. Thomas 
Wilkinson, president of the associa­ 
tion. emphasized the point in his open­ 
ing address and later at the Commer­ 
cial club banquet Congressmen Steen- 
erson 
and Stevens referred to ter­ 
minals as a prime essential and Con­ 
gressman 
James A. Tawney 
urged 
that careful consideration he elven to 
terminals, that each city may have 
such as are adapted to its needs, and 
that the improvement of the river may 
progress equally its entire length.

Tho 
reason is that a prime must be clead 
rijie, with all its sugar developed, or it 
will not cure properly. Therefore the 
ground under the trees Is carefully pre­ 
pared and leveled to make a soft, 
smooth bed for the falling fruit. Gath­ 
ering the fallen prunes is a staple in­ 
dustry iff August and September. Boys 
and girls and often entire families are 
employed In it, camping In the or­ 
chards. 
Being gathered, the prunes are rolled 
down troughs full of tiny needles that 
prick their skins. They are then dip- 
I khI in a hot solution containing lye, 
which cleanses them, and rinsed in 
cold water.

Practically every acre of timothy in 
toe country is said to be ruined, and i 
the 
pest 
is working on the 
wheat j 
fields. 
Sections of Hamlin and Clark I 
counties also have been attacked by I 
this crop destroyer 
Farmers in Deuel county were at a 
loss to account for the loss at their 
timothy 
until 
one 
discovered 
the 
worms, and sent specimens to Profes­ 
sor Severin, entomologist of the state 
agricultural 
college 
at 
Brookings. 
They were recognized at once and vig­ 
orous measures were tak*n to protect 
the remaining fields. 
Thousands of circulars have been is­ 
sued giving instructions how to pro 
feet fields not yet ravaged by the pest 
These circulars have bien placed in 
the hands of every farmer as far as 
possible. 
The plan is to have every 
farmer in each of several counties ad­ 
orning those affected thoroughly ac­ 
quainted with the best way to fight 
the worms. 
Professor Severin advises plowing 
two or three parallel furrows around 
the fields not yet destroyed, turning 
the dirt in the direction the advance 
of the worms is expected 
In these 
furrows postholes should be dug every 
fifteen feet and about six inches deep 
In its forward march the worm will 
not climb the vertical side of the fur­ 
row until it bret moves laterally in 
search of an easier way. 
in the lat­ 
eral movement it will fall into the 
holes where it may easily be killed by 
crushing or by a dash of kerosene 
The worms will destroy a field of 
wheat in a few hours and move to the 
n« xt field in regular formation, a cus­

The 
farther tho prune travels over the 
sieve the larger the holes, and when 
It comes to a hole a little bigger than 
itself it drops through into the proper 
bin. It is then run through ii vat con­ 
taining Hot water aud finally rolls 
down a chute into a wooden packing 
box—the same box that you see at the 
grocer’s. When the prunes pour from 
the chute, however, there is a remova­ 
ble frame about three indies high on 
top of the box. Box and frame go un­ 
der a press, which promptly stamps 
down the contents so that they are no 
higher than the top of the box. The 
frame is lifted off. the cover is nailed 
on the box, aud the prunes are ready 
to ship.—W ill Payne in Saturday Even­ 
ing Post.
